VICTORIA. 


The harbor at Victoria is a “we bit one, 
with a narrow and crooked entrance. It was 
first selected bythe Hudson Bay Company, as 
dong aguas 1843, or 44, when the supply 
station for British Columbia was removed 
from Fort Vancouver on the Colambia ; and 
was large enough forthe purposes of the 
ew apg while it was small enough‘not to 
admit.a great or numerous enemy. Doubt- 
less also the good tastes of the Chief Factor 
who selected the new site for a fort, weighed 
the beauty of the prospect in the balance, and 
found it to press heavily on the side of his in- 
clinations, 


FUTURE OF YicToRIA, 


One cannot help thinking if it was annexed 
what a glorious city Victoria would become. 
Commencing a new city on Esquimalt harbor 
and building it up to the site of the present 
town ; perhaps connecting the two harbors, 
as bas been talked of, by means of a canal 
across the peninsula. But remaining as 
she is, even now when she has become a de- 
gree more itdependeft, she is too near to 
American enterprise not to be injured by it ; 
and the same ig true of British Columbia, all 
the way tothe Lake of the Woods. The 
Northern Pacific Raflroad will draw to itself 
the agricaltural and mineral wealth of a large 
extent of territory whose resources are as 
ample as they are at present little understood 
by Americans. 

That the agricultural and climotic advan- 
tages of Britis) Columbia are not well known 
to genera] readers is no fault of British writ- 
ers. The number of books and pamphlets 
treating of British Colambia and Vancouver 
Islend is very great, and form quite s library 
of interesting matter. 


THE FORTUNES OF VICTORIA, 


The reaction of the first disappointment on 
Frazer river retarded the Colony until 1861, 
when the ramor of rich discoveries in Cari- 
boo, revived the gold fever, and the tide of 
immigration set in again. Victoria had its 
most rapid growth in the two or three years 
immediately following, and at one time pre- 
sented the spectacle over again with which 
San Francisco aad Sydney had already suc- 
cessively astonished the world. But her 
career was brief, owing to several causes, 
some of which were local and physical ; 
while others were traditional and political. 
The physical reasong for the reverses at Vic- 
toria were, the severe winter climate of the 
richest mining region, the cost of getting to 
it, and of living when there; and the scant 
agricultural resources of Vancouver Island. 
The political ones were those which usually 
beset a distant Crown Colony, with an expen- 
sive government to maintain, and none but 
second representation. 

‘One gaeat drawback to Victoria is the 
want of good water on the spot. The supply 
at present is brought from a distance in carts 
ata considerable expense.’ I quote this sen- 
tence, but vouch for its trathfulness, because 
I every day see the ‘cart ay the door of the 
St. George, which supplies this establish- 
ment. There is talk of an appropriation to 
finish the water works already commenced, I 
believe. Gas of-a good quality is furnished 
hy a joint stock company. 

AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES. 


There is little good land on Vancouver 
Iisland.- The largest body of it lying on the 
east side toward the Gulf of Georgia. Sheep 
raising is carried on to a considerable extent, 
the fleeces being reported light, but the mut- 
ton excellent. Fruit, so far as cultivated, 
does well. But the wealth of the Island lies 
in-its timber, coal and fisheries. 


HOTEL. 


The St, George Hotel, that is to say ‘mine 
inn’’—I wish to put on record that it is the 
best ordered hotel north of the southern 
boundary of Oregon ; and when I make that 
statement,it is proper to define what is meant 
by the phrase. In the first place, a gentle- 
manly host, who puts himself in immediate 
communication with his guests, whereby 
their wishes become known to him, and 
thereafter in immediate communication also 
with his servants, whe not only take his 
orders, but actually exeeuté them. “The re- 
sult is a highly satisfactory one—clean 
rooms, faultless beds, punctual attendance, a 
table spread wkh immaculate linen, food 
cooked in the very best style of the culinary 
art, and served in '& way to look tempting to 
the daintest appetite. No noise, no confu- 
sion, no dirt. I pay this tribute most cord- 
lally to mine hostof the St. George, and I 
recommend my fellow Oregonians to his 
care, feeling sure that their comfort will be 
secured, if they place themselves in his 
hands.—Oreganian,

Tas Inptaw Tstscrarn Caste AND THE 
“Great Eastsan.”—A book has just been 
published in London, giving a record or the 
submerging of the Red Sea, Aden and Bom- 
bay telegraph lines, in which much interest- 
ing topographical information is furnished, 
together with the important part the steam- 
er Great Eastern oat in the great work. 
It was discovered by sounding that. sections 
of the Red Sea displayed a fall of 500 feet in 
a few miles, and then a gradual rise of 700 
feet, and’ a descent again of 150 feet. This 
shows the very mountainous character of the 
bottom of that ancient historical sea. The 
greatest depth found was 968 feet. The rise 
and fall were not so great from Aden to Bom- 
bay, across the bed of the Arabian Sea. Deep 
water commenced soon after leaving Aden, 
and the depth of 2,000 feet is maintained to 
longitude 57, when the ascent commences, 
aud at 69 degrees it shoals 618 fathoms, and 
and in the Tist degree te 40 fathoms.

The Franco-Prussian War. 


From all appearances Prussia and France 
each has over a million of men in arms, eith- 
erin the field, in reserve, or in ‘garrison, 


Each is putting forth all its strength, The 
total population of each is about the same, 
—North and South Germany, 37,000,000 ; 
France 38,000,000—and their capacity for 
military service is about equally developed. 
It is reasonable to suppose that their armies 
are not far from equal ; though the number 
actually in the field may have been exagera- 
ted. The standing army of Prassia and South 
Germany is estimated at 571,826 ; the reserve 
180,672; the garrisons and landwehr, 265,082, 
total 977,262. The French Blue Book for 
1869 estimated the active army at 449,714; the 
Garde Mobile at neatly 580,000; total ar
